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“Please Explain Heb. 6:4-6” 


So writes a Texas pastor. So 
many have made the same request 
that we give the Scripture and its 
interpretation here. 

“For it is impossible for those 
who were once enlightened, and 
have tasted of the heavenly gift, 
and were made partakers of the 
Holy Ghost, 

"5. And have tasted the good 
word of God, and the powers of 
the world to come, 

"6. If they shall fall away, :to 
renew them again unto repent- 
ance seeing they crucify to them- 
selves the Son of God afresh, and 
put him to an open shame." 


This is a discussion of the un- 
pardonable sin. Notice the state- 


ment in verses 4 to 6 “For it is 
impossible for those ...if they 
Shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance.” The cin 


mentioned here is/ unpardonable. 
But in Matthew 12:31 the Sav- 
iour plainly tells us that “All man- 
ner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blasph- 
my against the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men.” There 
is only one unpardonable sin. It 
is the sin of a lost man who drives 
the Holy Spirit away so that he 
can never be convicted and con- 


verted. 
Hebrews 6: 4-6, 
speaking of unsaved people.

ple. In verse 9 just below, the in- 
spired writer says, “But, beloved, 
we are persuaded better things of 
you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak.” 
Paul says that verses 4-6 are not 
the things that accompany sai- 
vation. Those who were enlight- 
ened, tasted the Heavenly gift, 
were convicted by the Holy Ghost 
and then fell away were lost peo- 
ple — those things are not the 
things which accompany salva- 
vation. The things that accompany 
salvation are better things, verse 
9 says. 

One phrase in verse 4 has 
4 troubled many, “and were made 
partakers of the Holy Ghost.” 
Some have thought that this meant 
they had been born of the Spirit 
or filled with the Spirit, but it 
does not say that nor mean that. 
In fact, in the marginal references 
of your Bible you will probably find 
that the word “partakers” is the 
Greek word metochous, which 
means “going along with.’ A bet- 
ter translation of that phrase 
would be, “and were accompanied 
by the Holy Ghost.”

I will read you 
in Revelation the 2ist and 22nd 
chapters, several verses in the two 
chapters. If you have your Bibles 
you may look on. 

"l. And | saw a new heaven 
and a new earth: for the first

| passed away; and there was no 


more sea. 

"2. And |, John, saw the holy 
city, new Jerusalem, coming down 
from God out of heaven, prepared 
as a bride adorned for her hus- 
band. 

"3. And | heard a great voice 
out of heaven saying, Behold, the 
tabernacle of God is with men, 
and he will dwell with them, and 
they shall be his people, and God 
himself shall be with them, and be 
their God. 

"4. And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes; and there 
shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall 
there be any more pain: for the 
former things are passed away.

Heaven is a wonderful thought. 
There is a Heaven! Many argu- 
ments prove there is a Heaven. 
For one thing, every heathen re- 
ligion in the world foretelis a place 
of blessedness hereafter. The 
Indians on the American Conti- 
nent believed that when men die 
here they go to a “happy hunting 

round,” at least if they were 
worthy. If you go among the Hin- 
dus you will find that they believe 
in Nirvana, a place of endless peace 
hereafter. Heathen rites, cere- 
monies, point toward and look 
toward a place of peace and rest 
and reward for the good in the 
next world. All heathen religions 
believe in a hereafter, a heaven for 
those who are righteous as well 
as a place of punishment for those 
who are not. 

Then the instinct of man is the 
same about the fact that there is a 
Heaven. There is something in ev- 
ery man that says there must be 
a hereafter. There is something in 
& man that says he knows he will 
not die and be gone forever. There 
is More than that to us. I am nor 
ike a dog nor a horse. I cannot 
be content to lie down and go into 
a sleep that will mean oblivion. { 
cannot believe this body is all there 
is to me. I have an immortal soui. 
I know it. Instinctively I cannot 
believe there is no hereafter, no 
heaven, no hell. You do not either. 


There is something that cries out 
for the eternal. 

You say, “But, Brother Rice, 
that is no argument for a here- 
after. That is no argument for 
infmortality.” 

. The fundamental and essential 
needs that God forms in man, God 
supplies them. If you say there is 
no God, yet I remind you they are 
supplied. Someone attends to God's 
business if there is no God! When 
God made Adam, He said, “It is 
not good for man to be alone,” so 
God made a woman. The sex in- 
stinct, the mating instinct, God 
made something to complement 
that. The man is for the woman 
and the woman for the man. God 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


gave the need and God supplied 
the need. There is something about 
the natural body that cries for 
food. Hunger. Where God gave 
hunger, God provided food — vege- 
table and meat diet. The body cries 
out for water, thirsts after water, 
the body needs water, so God pro- 
vides water. The lungs, breathe, 
must have air. We are conscious 
of a need for breath and God pro- 
vided breath. What the funda- 
mental needs and instincts cry out 
for, God has supplied. So there 
must be a Heaven, an immortal 
place beyond the grave. 


The Heart Cries For Heaven 


That isn’t all. Not only the 
teachings of men, not only heathen 
superstitions, not only our in- 
stincts, but also our hearts cry out 
that there is a heaven. I came, 
as you did perhaps, one day to 
stand by the grave of my mother. 
I was a little boy. My heart asked, 
would I ever see my mother again? 
Then after I was a grown man and 
a preacher, I stood by the grave 
of my father. I have many times 
said Goodbye to those I love. They 
were dear to me. Their lives had 
been a part of my life. In some 
way we were tied together, bound 
together. Is it true that I will 
never see them again? I cannot 
believe that! My heart cries out 
that there must be another place 
where there will be death no more. 
There must be a place where I will 
see my loved ones again, and see 
my friends, see my hopes and 
dreams be fulfilled. My heart cries 
out there must be a heaven. But 
thank God, we have better evidence 
than any of these I have given 
you. I believe there is as much 
outward evidence, as much human 
evidence, as much scientific evi- 
dence for heaven as any other 
great fact. I believe you could not 
refute it. There is too much evi- 
dence about the, immortality of the 
soul that intelligent people must 
believe in it. There is more evi- 
dence even outside the Bible than 
for most other matters people take 
for granted. There is too much 
proof to deny it, there has to be 
a Heaven. 

But,: thank God, we have a more 
sure word of prophecy that tells 
us about it.. I say conscience may 
tell us, and our instinct and heart 
ery out for a place where we will 
fulfill our destiny, where longings 
will be satisfied, where we will 
meet our loved ones again: but 
best of all, the Lord Jesus Himseif 


|} said, “I go to prepare a place for 


you, and if I go and prepare a 
place for you, I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be al- 
so.” Yes, Jesus said, “In my Fa- 
ther’s’ house are many mansions, 
‘and I am preparing a place for 
you and will come and get you. 
'And where I am, there you may 
be also.”” We have the pure word 
of the Saviour Himself, the Son 
of God, and the abundant testi- 
mony of the Bible that there is a 
place called Heaven. Oh, thank 
God for that testimony! 

I ask you to please consider with 


fon the question of Heaven. 

Is there a Heaven? Yes, there is 
a Heaven. I want first to consider 
ust the bare outline of Bible teach- 

. I cannot go into each detail 
as I would like to, but I will give 
you a bare outline of the Bible 
teaching. 

The first clear reference to the 
literal city of Heaven I recall in 
Psalm 46. (1 am thinking now of 
Heaven as a city. There are many 
things before this in the Bible that 
make clear there is an eternal 
blessedness for saved). The first 
clear reference that I recall to 
Heaven as a place, a literal place, 
as a city, is in the 46th Psalm. 


"There is a river, the streams 
whereof shall make glad THE 
CITY of God.” ~ 
Isn’t that poetry, though? “There 
is a river, the streams whereof 
shall make glad the city of God.” 
There is a city of God! There is 
a city of God. Heaven is a real 
place. 

After you come down into the 
New Testament there are many 
references to Heaven. In the 14th 
chapter of John the Saviour said, 


"Let not your heart be troubled; 
ye believe in God, believe also in 
me. 

"In my Father's house are many 
mansions: if it were not so, | would 


have told you. 1 go to prepare a 


me for a time the Bible teaching. 


place for you,” 

“I go to prepare a place for you,” 
a literal place. There is a real 
place, Heaven. Come into the book 
of Hebrews and there is the same 
teaching very clearly. Now in He- 
brews the llth chapter, we are 
told about Abraham that Abra- 
ham looked for Heaven. He was 
looking for a real, literal, physical 
city, for Heaven. In Hebrews 11, 
verses § to 10 Say, ) 


"By faith Abraham, when he 
was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed; and he 
went out, not knowing whither he 
went. 

“By faith he sojourned in the 
land of promise, as in a strange 
country, dwelling in tabernacles 
with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs 
with him of the same promise: 

"For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder 


and maker is God." 


Abraham was homesick for Heav- 
en. Abraham dreamed and planned 
and meditated on the glories of the 
city, and he could live in a tent and 
be content though he was a mil- 
lionaire because he knew one day 
he would land in a happy city, a 
real city, a city of God, a place, 
Heaven! 

Again in Hebrews the 12th chap- 
ter is a very clear reference to 
Heaven. Verses 22 and 23. 


"But ye are come unto mount 
Sion, and unto the cit of the liv- 


ing God, the heavenly Jerusalem, 


and to an innumerable company of 
angels, 

"To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect.” 


All right, there is a new city, a 
lovely city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem where the gen- 
éral assembly of the first-born will 
be gathered, all the saints, the 
church of God. That will be a won- 
derful time, won't it, when we meet 
together there. There is clear 
teaching on Heaven. 

Then we come to Revelation. The 
book of Revelation tells first, in the 
first three chapters are about this 
church age. Then from chapter 
four through the eighteenth chap- 
ter, is the story of the tribulation 
time on earth. Then the 19th chap- 
ter is a picture of Christ coming 
back to reign. He will take away 
the saints in the 4th chapter, then 
in the 19th chapter we see Him 
coming riding on a white horse and 
the army following Him. The Bat- 
tle of Armageddon takes place. The 
20th chapter tells about the millen- 
nial reign on earth when Christ 
reigns here on earth, then at the 
end of that time after the great 
white throne judgment then we 
enter into the story of Heaven that 
I have read you here in chapters 
21 and 22. 


Heaven A Literal, Physical Place 


I want you to notice here that 
there is a real place called Heaven. 
You say a place? Yes, I say a 
place, as physical as this ground. 
as literal as this platform. Houses 
—as much literal houses, made 
out of material, matter that we 
can feel and walk on, as literal 
as this house We are.in now. So 
the Bible teaches. Let’s consider 
some of the terms used in the 
Bible about Heaven. I want you 
to get it. Jesus said, “I go to 
prepare a PLACE for you.” Peo- 
ple have had an idea about Heav- 
en, that saints are floating around, 
ghostly spirits out in space, wan- 
dering around. That is not Heaven. 
Heaven is a place. Jesus said, “! 
go to prepare a place for you.” A 
real place, a pfepared place. Now 
places need preparing. Out in space 
the emptiness does not need pre- 
paring. 

If when a young man gets mar- 
ried he just takes his wife in a 
flivver with no home and just lives 
out on the highway, he never need 
to prepare any place. If when Je.- 
sus comes for His bride — and we 
are to be His bride —if Jesus just 
takes us up to float around, sing, 
wander around in space, all spirit- 
ual anyway, all a part of a general 
whole, if the person in a sense 
ceases to be, passes out of exist- 
ence, with no individual person- 
ality there wouldn’t be a need for 
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a place. But the Lord Jesus said, 
“I am going to get a place ready 
for you.” Just like when a young 
man marries a bride,he first has 
the house, furniture, new paper on 
the walls; everything fixed up just 
right, then he brings his bride to 
that place. Just that literal is 
Heaven, a place, a real place that 
Jesus is making. That is what Je- 
sus is doing. It is as literal as 
the creative work when He made 
this first world, the garden of 
Eden. I remind you He said a 
place. 


A Literal City With Mansions or 
Houses, Streets, Foundations, 
Gates, A River, Trees, 
Leaves, Fruit 


And it is not only a place. But 
notice these other terms that are 
used: “In my Father’s house,” “A 
house.” I can’t believe it is a 
house. But the Bible says it is a 
house. 

There are more of those terms. 
“In my Father’s house are many 
mansions.” By @ mansion you mean 
a fine, beautiful building. The term 
indicates riches, indicates luxury. 
It indicates labor. It indicates ex- 
penditure, invested money, plans, 
a skillfully prepared place, and 
that is what Heaven is, a place 
with mansions in it, a literal place 
with mansions in it. 

That isn’t all. It is called a city. 
If the souls of people that have 
died are ever to go to heaven, if 
bodies are never to rise, if your 
souls do not go to a real, literal 
place, but float around in the air, 
that would not be called a city. 
Do you know the difference in a 
city and the country? A city has 
houses and paved streets. A city 
bas gas lines, and water lines, and 
crganization and traffic lights. A 
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markable figure, Although Travis 
Avenue is a comparatively young 
church and not in the down town 
district, it has one of the largest 
Sunday Schools in the’ world. 

Travis Avenue Baptist Church 
is affiliated with the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention but it should be 
known that Brother Matthews is 
a sincere believer in all the Bi- 
ble, a Premillennialist, and a great 
soul winner. He has great reviv- 
als in his own church and is in 
great demand for revival] services 
elsewhere.

We use a lot of terms we don't 
know about, we just guess at it. 
I got to thinking about the terms 
“the general juggment’ and “the 
general resurrection.” Now -let’s 
sce, what part of the Bible is that ? 
I couldn't find it, so 1 got my con- 
cordance and looked in there. Not 
one time. There is nothing in the 
Bible about a generai resur- 
rection. It doesn’t say anything 
about it. 1 thought, “I know I have 
heard it somewhere. Where is it?” 
And I never did find out until i 
went to the next Masonic funeral. 
They were talking about some- 
thing that was not mentioned in 
the Bible. As the farmer said when 
he first saw the giraffe, “There 
ain't no such an animal.” There 
is not any general resurrection. 
There are two resurrections, the 
saved first, and a thousand years 
later the lost, the one to one des- 
tiny, the other to another destiny 
altogether different. 

So I thought, “Is heaven a reali- 
ty?” Now we had better find out. 
We have been talking about “the 
city foursquare,” that wonderful 
city, and “The Holy City.” I just 
began to look for Scriptures that 
call heaverr a city. Oh, yes, Abra- 
ham had “looked for a city that 
hath foundaticns,” a city that needs 
to be made and builded. A city. 
I looked over here in Psalm 46:4 
which says, “There is a river, the 
streams whereof shall make glad 
the city of God.’’ The city, the 
city of God. I looked in Revela- 
tion and saw “the holy city, new 
Jerusalem ccming down from God 
out of heaven prepared as a bride 
adorned for her husband.” A city: 
Heaven is a place. Heaven is a 
prepared place. Heaven is a phys- 
ical place, as literal, prepared and 
builded as any city, but this by the 
hands of the Lord Jesus Himself. 
“I go to prepare you a place.” 

Not only is that a real place, it 
is not only a city, not only man- 
sions, but it is a place that has 
foundations. Now I want you.tc 
notice this, if you just floated 
around in the air, you woulkin’t 
need foundations under you. Do 
you know why I have such good 
foundations? (Holds out foot) 
Because I weigh enough that I 
have got to have something soli 
to stand on. If we were put in 
Heaven without any weight, with- 
out any bodies, without any houses, 
put in a Heaven without any walls, 
put in a Heaven with no trees, 
put in a Heaven without any ma- 
terial substances, we wouldn’t need 
foundations. But if you build a 
house that weighs anything, you 
must have a foundation, and if 
you make it out of brick, you had 
better put a good one, a masonry 
house needs a good foundation. 
That is the reason Heaven has to 
have such good foundation, be- 
cause it is a real physical place, 
with weight, and substance and 
mass and matter. But Heaven is 
a place, so it takes foundations for 
a heaven of this kind. “He looked 
for a city which hath foundations 
whose builder and maker is God.” 

We have a terrible way cof ex- 
plaining away the Bible. It says 
a city, but we don’t believe it. It 
says foundations, but we don’t be- 
lieve that. We think we will just 
float around. Get away from that 
idea and think of Heaven as a 
place as literal as the Garden of 
Eden, as literal as this place here, 
but happier, without any sin, with- 
out disappointments, without its 
partings, its death. Heaven is 4 
place, prepared place with houses, 
mansions, a place with foundations. 

What else about Heaven? It has 
streets. I told you it was a city. 
If we were just running around 


20c in the air we wouldn’t need any 


streets. What if we caw a street 
up in the air with no automobiles 
on it, nobody walking on it? We 
have to have foundations for this 
place. Did you know that gold is 
one of the heaviest metals in 
the world? Streets paved with 
gold would take sure enough foun- 
dations to hold us and the houses 
and the streets of gold. They will 
be like transparent pure glass for 
purity. The city has foundations. 
It has streets! It has gates. It 
has a, wall! It has a river! It has 
trees! Yes, praise be to God, that 
is a real place. Jesus said, “I go 
to prepare a place” and He is 


building a place. Isn't it wonder- 
ful to know that Heaven is a reali 
place? Thank God for that! 

I wonder if you ever thought 
about it. There are trees. And the 
trees have leaves and fruit. The 
walls and foundations and streets 
and mansions show it is a place, 
a real heayen. 


Physical Bodies In Heaven 

I want you to notice this other 
thing. There are physical bodies 
in that Heaven. 

Thank God, one of these days

sins, that sin cannot be charged 


up against the Christian’s soul. 


“Blessed are they whose iniquities 
are forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered. Blessed is the man to 
whom the Lord will not impute 
sin” (Rom. 4:7, 8). Since every 
sin a Christian ever has committed 
or will commit has been settled 
for on the cross of Christ, then it 
would be impossible for a child of 
God to commit an unpardonable 
sin. A Christian may lose féllow- 
ship with God, may bring upon 
himself terrible chastening for his 
sins. But the only way that Goud 
can deal with-a Christian on the 
sin question is to deal with him 
as His child. The self-righteous, 
enlightened Hebrew, convicted b 
the Holy Spirit,. acquainted with 


the Word of God, might commit 


the unpardonable sin and forever 
lose the possibility of repentance, 
but a child of God whose sins are 
already paid for, whose nature is 
already changed, has entered into 
the family of God and cannot loge 
that blood-bought privilege! 
About the safety of the child 
of God the Scripture says that he 
“shall not come into condemnation: 
but is passed from death unto life’”’ 
that “I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my hand” (John 
10:28), “neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, for 
powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, ncr any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the 
love of God” (Rom.
